Well over seventy-five per cent of! 
the Western wheat crop has been 
threshed and reports lately received 
are more optimistic on the outlook 
for the yield and quality. While there 
will be a substantial shrinkage in 
weight and a reduction of grades, the 
damage will probably not be as great 
as was thought earlier in the season. 
A recent survey of the situation shows 
that at least one hundred and forty 
million bushels of wheat had been | 
threshed before the unfavorable har- 
vesting weather set in, Little work 
was done in September, but since 
then operations have got under way 
fn practically every section of the 
Prairies and threshing should be com- 
pleted by the end of October. ~ 

So far the greatest demand for the 
new crop comes from millers. Export | 
demand has been rather desultory on 
account of the improved showing in 
the other wheat exporting countries. 
In the United States, the surplus 
wheat for export this year is expected 
to be greater than for some years. 
Present conditions of the wheat crop 
in Australia indicate that the Com- 
monwealth wif] harvest 140,400,000 
bushels. The crop for last year was 
116,000,000 bushels, Argentina will 
probably not have as large an export- 
able surplus as she had last year, 
owing to the fact that the area sown 
to wheat is less than for 1924-25, while 
growing conditions to date have not 
been altogether favorable. Early in 
the season it was stated that Russia 
would enter the export trade ue | 
year, but so far no data are available 
as to the quantity she will have for 
export.

The province's crop of threshed oats 
will be very light, this crop having 
suffered severely from the adverse 
conditions. A shortage of seed oats 
is therefore anticipated. The bulk of 
oats will be cut for greenfeed, con- 
sequently there should be an abund- 
ance of feed throughout the province. 

In the south the corn crop has not 
been up to expectations. The sugar 
beet. crop promises well} and will 
yield a heavier return to the farmer 
than the previous season. 

There has been eonsiderable new 
breaking this year, and mere fall 
plowing than usual, A fairly large 
increase in winter wheat acreage ts 
indicated. With the abundance of 
fall moisture and the opportunity af- 
forded by the present fine weather 
for fall plowing, the prospects are en- 
couraging for next season. 

In summarizing conditions, it is 
reasonable to state that, in view of 
the anticipated higher prices for 
grain, and in view of increase in dairy 
products and other branches of agri- 
culture, the general returns from ag- 
riculture will be higher than in pre- 
vious years,
